General Otis is quoted by a correspondent as speaking 
highly of Admiral Watson’s work. He said it would be 
impossible for the entire American Navy to guard the 
whole of the Philippine coast, which covers 5,000 miles, 
but the naval force now here was doing superb work. 
The gunboat Helena alone on a recent cruise destroyed 
nineteen insurgent vessels. At the present time there is 
the closest co-operation between General Otis and Ad- 
miral Watson.

is a simple parabolic reflector with a flexible speaking 
tube pointed at the focus of the reflector. Speaking 
into the tube, the sound waves are reflected in practi- 
cally a direct line and caught by a similar reflector with 
an ear piece located at some distant point. How far is 
not yet known.

The “Civil and Military Gazette” of India thinks that 
Admiral Hichborn’s invention of an illuminated life buoy 
deserves greater publicity than it has received. “It 
would seem well worth the while of the large passenger 
steamship companies,” says the “Gazette,” “to adopt 
such a useful life-saving device at sea, and it is perhaps 
a proof of British backwardness in availing ourselves 
of the inventions of other nations, that a couple of years 
should elapse before such an appliance is brought to pub- 
lie notice.” 


The Italians are much perplexed by the difficult prob- 
lem of reconstructing their artillery; difficult because of 
the expense involved, which is a serious matter, in view 
of the condition of Italian finances. It is estimated that 
$15,000,000 would be required to change all the material 
of the 290 field batteries, making provision for the re- 
serves and providing a sufficient quantity of ammunition. 
It is not a pleasant thought, however, that you may have 
to meet in battle an enemy who can fire more shots per 
minute from guns having a greater initial velocity, a 
longer range and greater mobility. 


The “Engineer” reasons that the increase in the Ger- 
man Navy has been viewed in rather exaggerated per- 
spective; 1916 is a long way ahead, and to increase the 
present nineteen battleships to thirty-eight in that period 
is not quite what it seems, because unless replacing is 
also contemplated the present nineteen will be quite obso- 
lete before the year 1916. Nor is the cost, $15,000,000 
to $20,000,000 a year, anything formidable. Further, 
we have read before of the “two grand divisions, each 
having eighteen battleships with flagship, each division 
consisting of two squadrons of eight ships, with one in 
reserve,” and cannot refrain from a suspicion that there 
is a certain amount of rechauffé in the matter. 











Maj. Putnam Bradlee Strong, who recently returned 
to New York from the Philippines, attended a meeting 
Nov. 13 of the Plaza Republican Club, and spoke on the 
Philippine question. In speaking of the war and the 
causes which made it necessary, he said: “The war in 
the Philippines was brought on by the persistent dis- 
obedience of the Filipinos, but it was inevitable from the 
time General Merrit entered the city of Manila. And 
just so long as the seventeen thousands Mausers remain 
in the hands of the Filipinos, just so long will the war 
go on. The capture of Aguinaldo will not stop the war. 
It will not be ended so long as the interests of the sugar 
and hemp trusts are to be furthered by its continuance.” 





A period of sober reflection has succeeded to the wild 
burst of jubilation with which the news of the war in 
South Africa was first received in England. Even the 
people of the music halls are beginning to realize that 
England has entered upon one of the most serious ven- 
tures that she has ever undertaken, and that whatever 
the ultimate result, the war will bring a severe strain 
even upon her immense resources. She will need not only 
to keep a watchful eye upon her enemies in South Africa 
but to guard against the movements which the jealousies 
or ambitions of her neighbors nearer home may prompt 
them to while her attention is otherwise occupied. There 
seems to be but one feeling in Continental circles, and 
that is one of hostility to England. 





Col. ‘Childers, who succeeded to the command of the 
Tennessee Regiment after the death of Col. Smith at 
Tloilo, speaking at San Francisco of the general situation 
in the Philippine Islands, said: “I have a very high re- 
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waste 
but to first do without an effort to show the natives 
that the United States wished to give them fair justice 
and liberal government, would have forever prevented 
amicable relations, and it would have become a questien 
of extermination and recolonization.” 





In “Harper’s Weekly,” of Nov. 11, Ensign ©. L. 
Poor, U. 8S. N., describes with illustrations our minia- 
ture colony of Guam. To the Navy people this spot 
in mid-Pacifie ought to be a special object of interest 
since it is the only possession of the country that has 
been entirely under naval authority. We have heard 
much of Army control since the Spanish war gave us 
island interests, but Ensign Poor tells us that if “run 
on true naval principals of order, thoroughness, cleanli- 
ness and discipline, Guam should become a model col- 
ony.” Apprehensions as to leprosy will be dispelled by 
the Ensign’s report that “there is little of it on the 
island—not over a dozen casés;” and that in a population 
of between 8,000 and 9,000. These few cases have 
been segregated and the naval writer believes that 
“with improved American medical service and sanita- 
tion, we should be able to stamp it out entirely.”

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The results of the Personnel bill upon the Engineer 
Corps of ‘the Navy are precisely what we predicted they 
would be at the time of its passage, but it is somewhat 
surprising to find so experienced an officer as Admiral 
Melville expressing surprise that officers of the line do 
not take more kindly to engineering work: Who expected 
that they would? The fact is not to be disguised that 
the Navy no longer has an engineer corps, and must wait 
for one until they can make one out of the warrant 
machinists, who will make an appeal to Congress next 
winter for commissions. They and other enlisted men 
are doing the duty in the engine rooms formerly assigned 
to officers of the Engineer Corps, who are no longer re- 
quired to stand watch over the engines. A reference 
to the annual report of Admiral Melville will show 
that he has called the attention of the Department 
to this serious blow at the efficiency of the Navy. He is 
too late; the mischief is done, and there is but one 
remedy, which is to create a new engineer corps. We 
shall have more captains, commanders and so on. but no 
more engineers of the type that has made our Navy so 
efficient in their department; that is not until we can 
evolve a new Engineer Corps.

One of the stock quotations of the millennium dreamers 
is the declaration by Benjamin Franklin in 1783 that 
“There never was a good war or a bad peace.” Certainly 
our envoy to France in the war of the Revolution could 
not have included that war in his condemnation, for we 
find him writing from Paris on May 1, 1777, to Samuel 
Cooper, to this effect: “It is a common observation here 
that our cause is the cause of all mankind, and that we 
are fighting for their liberty in defending our own. It 
is a glorious task assigned us by Providence which has, 
I trust, given us spirit and virtue equal to it and will at 
last crown it with success.” Franklin was two keen a 
judge of words to put Providence in the business of as- 
signing to a country as a “glorious task” a war that was 
not “good.” John R. Howard in his “Patriotic Nug- 
gets,” published by Fords, Howard & Hulbert, New 
York, brings these contradictory statements of Franklin 
so close together that the difference between them can 
scarcely fail to be noticed by the careful reader. In the 
book, which is of pocket size, the compiler has gathered 
what he calls “bits of ore from rich mines,” consisting of 
selections from the addresses anu writings of Franklin, 
Washington, Jefferson, Webster. Lincoln and Beecher.

When the Philippine war, now apparently drawing to 
a close, shall be ended not the least of its many unusual 
features will be the exceptionally low death rate of the 
American Army, including in this view both the mor- 
tality on the field and the mortality from disease. If any 
Volunteer regiment afforded a good test of comparison 
it was the fighting 20th Kansas. With a roll of 46 of- 
ficers and 1,266 enlisted men, after months of the most 
active and courageous service, it recorded a loss of only 
three officers and 30 enlisted men killed or dying of 
wounds. Only 33 Kansans died of disease, the total 
death rate being only 5 per cent. for the men and 6 per 
cent. for the officers, all of whom were exposed to the 
double danger of an enemy’s bullets and a tropical cli- 
mate, We all remember the dire predictions of a year 
ago as to the terrible ravages in store for our troops 
when they came under the burning skies of Luzon. They 
were to go down by the thousands, and not even our 
best medical arrangements were counted on to do mtre 
than slightly mitigate the effect of the inevitable calam- 
ity impending. General Otis has had practically a city of 
30,000 inhabitants under his command in the soldiers serv- 
ing under him, yet if the same record of mortality were 
made in any American city of the same population there 
would be no alarm expressed nor would the place be 
avoided as being especially unhealthful. The discipline 
and care which have been conspicuous in Genera! Otis’s 
control of his men have been testified to by the condition 
of every Volunteer regiment that has returned, and is 
the clearest refatation of the blatant criticisms passed 
upon his conduct of the war.

The Intelligence Department of the English Army 
deny the justice of the criticisms of which they have 
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been made the subjects because of their alleged igno- 
rance of the preparations the Boers were making for 
the present contest. The difficulty was not with them. 
but with the Government, which could not be convinced 
that the word of the soldier was to be taken when it was 
assumed that he was an interested party. Abraham Lin- 
coln and the authorities at Washington would not lLis- 
ten to Sherman and Gordon Grange when coming fresh 
from the South they reported that war was certain, and 
the authorities in England would not listen to their In- 
telligence Department when they insisted that the Boers 
were making elaborate preparations for war and meant 
mischief. And so the British Army has gone into the 
field handicapped by the ignorance of the civilians upon 
whom they have depended for authority to act. It is the 
old, old story; the civilian makes war and the soldier has 
to take the blame for it. Those having the best means 
of information believe that the Boers have been planning 
for years to get control in South Africa. An Dnglish of- 
ficer in South Africa, in a letter to the “Army and Navy 
Gazette,” says: “I will not go so far as to say that 
Rhodes & Co. are the cause of the present mischief, 
but I do assert that they have helped materially to com- 
plicate matters by the miserable Jameson raid, and South 
Africa given over to them would be by no means a para- 
dise. The Boers, I feel persuaded, in their hearts have 
no bitterness of feeling to our Government; they are 
well aware that it is honest and fair. They do not think 
very highly of us for having caved in in 1881 as we did, 
but they do not object to our rule. What they do dislike 
is the idea that Mr. Rhodes and his followers should 
have the ascendency. This is a matter which the home 
Government, whatever happens, should keep in view. It 
should be decided from the first that the Government. 
and not a body of greedy financiers, should reap the ben 
efits if that war ends in our favor.”

Unless the newspaper reports of the share of the 
United States in the recent Samoan deal between Ger- 
many and England prove to be incomplete, Uncle Sam's 
reputation for sharp trading will not gain much from 
the negotiations. The admission of our claim to the 
Island of Tutuila and its harbor of Pago Pago, if that 
is all we are to get, is not so important a concession 
after all, since we are already in possession of Pago 
Pago by right of a concession from the Samoan Gov- 
ernment, and Germany and England have no rights 
there at all. Our title there antedated the entrance of 
both England and Germany into the control of the 
Samoan group and was better than the claim of either 
of those nations to a foothold there. Perhaps Secretar; 
Hay may have a card concealed up his sleeve which 
will, when he is ready to play it, secure something more 
than what we already have. If we ask or get nothing 
more, it may be in return for English sympathy in the 
Spanish war or for German acquiescence in the policy 
demanded by our commercial interests in China. The 
Island of Tutuila has sixty square miles and lies south- 
east of Apia. The harbor of Pago Pago is one of the 
finest in the world, and being completely landlocked 
affords perfect immunity from the equatorial hurri 
canes. The natives number about 4,000 and trade in 
cocoanuts, sugar cane and other tropical products. We 
were the first to secure a foothold on the Samoan Islands 
and we owe our right to the harbor of Pago Pago tw 
the enterprize of the late Admiral Meade, who appre 
ciated its importance as a coaling station.

Lord Rosebery in a speech at Bath reminded his 
hearers that no war waged by England can be called 
small, seeing that the English are regarded with jealous) 
and dislike everywhere on the Continent. The war whic!) 
freed North America from French dominion was a smal! 
war, but it led to the American Revolution, the French 
Revolution, and thus, indirectly, to the great Napoleoni: 
wars. And so the present South African war, small as it 
is, may have consequences of world-wide magnitude. 
How it has begun we know, how it may end we cannot 
tell. It is in view not only of present necessities, but 
of future possibilities that England. is exerting herself 
to show what she can do in the wa~ of organizing a strong 
military force and landing it in a foreign country two 
thousand miles away. She means not only to crush the 
Boers with an overwhelming force, but to give warning 
to those disposed to quarrel with her that she is a mili 
tary as well as a naval power. One gratifying phase of 
the present contest to the Englishmen is the evidence it 
has given that the various sections of the British Em- 
pire are united in sympathy with England and are ready 
to contribute to her defence. Lord Brassey called at 
tention to this in an eloquent speech at Melbourne, de- 
claring that the presence of an Imperial Army in South 
Africa marks a turning point in British experience. For 
the first time in history a voluntary army from the 
mother country, and volunteer contingents from her 
daughter States, are hurrying from the four corners of 
the globe by sea to vindicate an imperial principle, and 
incidentally to proclaim to the world the solidarity of 
the British Empire. To make up her contingent. for 
Africa England has been compelled, however, to with-

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SURGEON GENERAL OF THE ARMY. ‘ 


The annual report of General Sternberg shows that the 
Medical Department of the Army disbursed $1,316,- 
721.35 out of a total of funds available of $2,765,108.72. 
Of the re-allotment of half a million of Sept. 8, 1898, 
there was expended $498,435.72; of the allotment of 
Oct. 6, 1898, the expenditures were $455,619.11, and of 
the allotment of Nov. 22, 1898, the sum of $473,795.70 
was expended. 

It has been necessary to employ a large number of 
contract doctors or acting assistant surgeons. The num- 
ber of applications for these appointments has been 
greatly in excess of the requirements of the service. 

By June 30, 1898, the Hospital Corps had increased, 
mostly by transfers, to 3,245. Nov. 30, 1898, it attained 
a maximum strength of 6,588 before its reduction. 101 
died by disease, 4 were killed in action, 6 died of wounds 
and 158 were discharged for disability. The number of 
hospital stewards provided by law (100) was increased 
to 200 by act of Congress. A later act has been con- 
strued ag reducing the number again to 100. It will not, 
therefore, be possible to appoint additional hospital stew- 
ards until the number in service is less than 100. “This is 
to be regretted, as it impairs the efficiency of the corps 
by preventing the promotion of men of merit and long 
service,” says the report, “and deters able and ambitious 
men from enlisting.” 

Since the return of more settled conditions, systematic 
instruction at the Hospital Corps School of Instruction 
has been resumed. A similar school has been organized 
at Angel Island, Cal., with a view to give as much in- 
struction as possible to Hospital Corps men collected 
there for transportation to the Philippines. Special at- 
tention is given in the school course to the preparation 
of food for the sick. The number of nurses in service 
July 1, 1899, was 202. In all, 1,563 women have been 
under contract between May 10, 1898, and July 1, 1898. 

General hospitals have been organized at San Juan, 
Porto Rico, and at Havana, Pinar del Rio, Matanzas 
and Santiago, Cuba, and in both islands hospitals have 
been constructed or improved at the many military posts 
that have been established. In Manila four hospitals 
have been outfitted, and at San Francisco a general hos- 
pital has been established for the care of the sick among 
commands going to or returning from the Philippines. 

Medical supplies for the Philippine Islands, with the 
exception of the large amount that was sent on the hos- 
pital ship Relief, which left New York March 2, 1899, 
have been furnished from the San Francisco Depot. 
Medicines and most of these supplies were purchased on 
the Pacific coast, only articles of exclusively Eastern 
manufacture being sent from New York and St. Louis. 
The uniform report from the Philippine Islands has been 
that medical supplies have been ample. 

Under the head of recruiting, Surg. Gen. Sternberg 
gives these data: 71,250 men were examined for enlist- 
ment, white 66,237, colored 5,013. The accepted were 
54,896, or 770.47 of every thousand examined. The ratio 
of accepted men was 770.79 for the white, and 766.21 
for the colored. White men to the number of 22.74 and 
colored men to that of 16.75 per thousand declined en- 
listment. The ratio of rejections on primary examina- 
tion was 206.47, white, and colored 217.04; mean 207.21. 

Of every thousand examined 60.35 were rejected on 
account of imperfect physique, including over height, 

_under weight, over weight and under weight; 34.81 for 
diseases of the eye, 26.37 for diseases of the circulatory 
system, 20.20 for diseases of the genito-urinary system, 
11.87 for diseases of the digestive system, 9.41 for vene- 
real diseases, while 4.29 were rejected on account of bad 
or doubtful character or unsatisfactory references; 4.38 
as generally unfit or undesirable, and only 1.75 on ac- 
count of illiteracy, imperfect knowledge of the English 
language and mental insufficiency. 


In 1897 Germany furnished 74.53 and Ireland 74.30 
per thousand. During the past year, as a result of the 
military -spirit, the ratio of native born rose to 
770.47 per thousand, while the proportion of naturalized 
citizens of German and Irish birth fell, respectively, to 
47.98 and 34.74 per thousand. For pension purposes and 
to cover the medical history of the year over 100,000 
histories had to be carded and are now arranged alpha- 
hetically in the files for ready reference. General Stern- 
berg hopes that arrangements will ultimately be made 
which will enable him to submit hereafter as a supple- 
ment to the report a full tabulation of the medical and 
surgical statistics of the Volunteer Army during the 
Spanish-American War. 

The mean strength of the Regular Army for the first 
four months of the calendar year 1898 was only 28,198, 
but suhsequent to this the strength was increased to 
65,681 i December, the mean strength for the year 
being 46,635. The admissions to sick report were equiv- 
alent to 2146.94 per thousand of strength. Although this 
is frat in excess of the ratio of admissions in 1897, 
1186.61, and of the mean annual ratio of the decade 
1887-96, 1243.39, the actual rate was undoubtedly much 
larger, for the reports for July and August were incom- 
plete. This excess was due to various camp diseases, 
which caused 1937.71 admissions r thousand of 
strength as compared with 896.53 in 1807. 

During the year 1898, in which so large a proportion 
of the * Army was engaged in active hostilities 
in Cuba, the ratio of injuries was considerably less than 
in the previous years of peace. The ratio of admissions 
for injuries was 209.23 per thousand men present, as 
compared with 290.08 in the previous year and 257.16 
the mean annual rate of the decade immediately preced- 
ing. The explanation of this is no doubt that in the 
field no note was taken of the slight cuts and contusions 
which form so large a proportion of the medical record 
of a post in times of peace. The ratio of non-efficienc 
or men constantly disabled from injuries was in 1898 
13.74 per thousand, while in 1897 it was only 9.12, and 
during the previous decade 8.62. This shows the greater

The admission and death rates in the Philippines, 
2,070.62 and 22.74, respectively, did not differ much from 
those in the United States, a .01 and 20.14; but the 
admission rate was high in Porto Rico, 3,350.78, com- 
pee with the death rate, 41.45, and the death rate 

igh in Cuba, 98.16, compared with the admission rate, 
2,631.76. In Cuba there occurred 374 deaths, 127 of 
which were the result of gunshot wounds, 67 of yellow 
fever, 54 of typhoid fever and 50 of malarial fevers. In 
Porto Rico a total of 80 deaths included 44 from typhoid 
fever and 11 from malarial fever. In the Philippines 
typhoid caused 22 deaths, smallpox and malarial and 
diarrhoeal diseases 5 each in a total of 66. In the United 
States there occurred deaths from typhoid fever, 85 
from malarial fever, 53 from diarrhoea and dysentery, 46 
from gunshot wounds and 3 from yellow fever in a 
total of 765. 

The total number of deaths in our armies, including 
Regulars and Volunteers, from May 1, 1898, to June 30 
1899, was 6,619, of whom 496 were killed in battle, 216 
killed by accident, 202 died of gunshot wounds and 
wounds received in action, 2,774 from typhoid fever, 476 
from malarial fever, 359 from pneumonia, 342 from diar- 
rhoea and dysentery, and 185 from yellow fever. Many 
of the deaths cannot be distributed among their causes 
until the medical records of the Volunteer Army are 
available. These figures are, therefore, subject to ma- 
terial change when this study has been completed. 

Since the occupation of Cuba by our troops in Decem- 
ber, 1898, the percentage of sickness in the various 
camps and garrisons has been less than was anticipated, 
and, if we fortunately remained free from epidemic 
visitation, this percentage may be expected to diminish 
for some time to come, as the troops are now in barracks 
and have become somewhat accustomed to the climatic 
conditions. Measles, smallpox and cerebro spinal menin- 
gitis appeared at several posts, but generally the adop- 
tion of proper sanitary measures speedily controlled the 
disease. A serious outbreak of typhoid fever occurred 
among the troops at Puerto Principe, and this disease 
prevailed to a considerable extent in some of the regi- 
ments at Camp Columbia, near Havana, Cuba. The re- 
port says: 

“It is with pleasure that I report the passage of the 
yellow fever season of 1 with the occurrence of so 
few cases of this disease, although our troops have been 
stationed within easy access to towns which are more or 
less infected. At Santiago the adoption of proper meas- 
ures succeeded in suppressing the outbreak, but not until 
128 cases, of which 29 were fatal, had occurred among 
the troops.” 

That the sanitary arrangements on the transports 
which conveyed the Eighth Army Corps across the Pa- 
cific to Manila were comparatively good, although 
hastily made, may be inferred from the fact that only 12 
deaths occurred in the command of 22,462 officers and 
men during their long voyage, equivalent to an annual 
death rate of only about 5 per thousand of the strength. 
These arrangements were greatly improved after the 
publication_of the Regulations for the Army Transport 
Service, Nov. 6, 1898. After the capture of Manila the 
troops of this Army Corps were quartered in Spanish 
barracks, warehouses, public buildings, and private 
houses, all of which are represented in the reports as 
having required much labor to put them into satisfactory 
condition. Malarial fevers, venereal diseases and in- 
testinal affections increased in prevalence week by week 
until December, when the heavy rains ceased. A notable 
improvement was then manifested, and, on Feb. 4, 
1899, when the insurgents’ attack was made, the com- 
mand was considered to be in as good condition as when 
it entered the city in August, 1898. During this time 
eases of smallpox appeared in many of the regiments 
and special care had to be taken in the vaccination of the 
men to suppress the threatened epidemic. 

After the occupation of San Fernando, P. I., in May, 
the troops were reported by their medical officers as thor- 
oughly exhausted by the hardships, exposures and de- 
privations of the campaign. The place had a local repu- 
tation as a health resort, but the sick lists continued to 
increase and the sick failed to show signs of progress 
toward recovery. They were withdrawn to Manila, 
where a change for the better was speedily manifested. 
Meanwhile, in anticipation of the return of the Volun- 
teer troops for muster out. a model camp for their recep- 
ton was constructed at the Presidio of San Francisco, 

al. 
; Our troops during the past year were amply provided 
in their various camps with water of excellent quality, 
and in no instance was the rapid spread of typhoid fever 
due to infection in the general water supply. The com- 
bination of asbestos strainer and filtering eylinder an- 
swered the purpose very well when used intelligently 
and carefully handled. They were largely employed at 
those field hospitals which had to make use of surface 
waters, and_ occasional mention is made of them in re- 
ports from the temporary camps established on the ocen- 
pancy of Cuba. General Sternberg submitted the sub- 
ject of the sterilization of water for troops in the field 
to a Board of Medical Officers. This Board reviewed 
the various methods, suggested and tested the anparatus 
presented by manufacturers and in its report descrihed 
and approved of a rapid and economical method of ster- 
ilization by boiling, the apparatus being known as the 
Waterhouse-Forbes water sterilizer. The heat given out 
by the boiled water is utilized in heating the entering 
fresh water. The boiled and aerated water is delivered 
from the apparatus at a temperature only 4%4°. Fahren- 
heit, above that of the entering water. The Sur- 
geon General recommended that a number of these

General Sternberg is of the opinion that to avoid dis- 
aster in camps of some permanency, and as an econom- 


ical measure, money should be expended freely 
installation. He is confident that when a pure water is 
brought in, as it should be, in quantity to supply bath 
houses, as well as kitchens and quarters, it would 
wise policy to make provision for the removal of the 
impure, used and waste water and to utilize its discharge 
for the removal of the excreta of the command. If, how- 
ever, there is objection on the ground of expense, or 
otherwise, to the construction of a sewerage system, 
some method of disinfection and removal of the ect- 
ed accumulations may be used to advantage. The Sur- 
geon General suggested the use of a galvanized iron re- 
ceptacle with a narrow trough 3 inches deep around the 
outside contain ‘a disinfecting liquid, so that, when 
the cover is pla in position in the circular trough, the 
liquid will act as a valve to prevent the entrance of 
flies and the escape of foul odors, the di to be 
received into ecarbolic acid, quick lime, dry earth or ashes, 
contained in the receptacle. 

The problem of disposing of the probably infected ex- 
creta of camps of some permanency not provided with a 
sewerage system, was submitted to the consideration of 
a Board of Medical Officers, by whom a trough system 
with removal by pneumatic pressure was recommended. 
This system is now in successful use in the camps estab- 
lished at the Presidio of San Francisco, Oal., at Camp 
Meade, Pa., and elsewhere, and the results attained are 
vey satisfactory. 

oming to the subject of food supplies the report says 
that the remarks of medical officers under the heading 
of Food Supply and Its Preparation in the Monthly 
Sanitary Reports from the posts in the United States 
are of the most satisfactory character. Even from the 
troops in the field and those subsequently in garrison in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, there have been few official com- 
plaints either of the character of the articles issued by 
the Subsistence Department or of the methods or results 
of camp cookery. At the time when the country was 
agitated over the quality of the canned roast beef and 
the refrigerated beef furnished to the troops in the field. 
there were on file in the office of the ——— General 
only two papers having a reference to the f supplies. 
One was a statement concerning the poor quality of the 
native Hawaiian beef issued to troops at Honolulu, H. L., 
with request that refrigerated beef be provided instead. 
The second occurred in a report of a voyage made by 
the Panama, with sick and convalescents from Ponce, 
P. R., to Fort Monroe, Va. The medical officer stated, 
incidentally, that the 720 pounds of refrigerated beef, 
which he had received from the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, had proved of fireat value to him during the trip. 
For a time in May, 1899, during the occupation of San 
Fernando, P. I., report was made that the troops had 
been for a long od on the travel ration, and that their 
health had no doubt suffered thereby. This was reme- 
died as soon as reported and no further complaint of this 
kind was made. 

The general tenor of these reports is to the effect that 
the Subsistence officers were eminently successful in 
having everything ready for issue when required, even 
in the trenches and on the firing line. The reports from 
Cuba and Porto Rico show the troops in these islands to 
have been as well provided for as those in the Philip- 
pines. The only criticism made by medical officers in 
their sanitary reports, is that for use in tropical climates 
the ration provides more of the hydrocarbons or fats 
than is needful, and that therefore these articles might 
with advantage be reduced in quantity, and the carbo- 
hydrates or starches and sugars to some extent in- 
creased. “For my own part,” says General Sternberg, 
“with our system of company fund, I see no reason for 
making any special change in the ration.” But while it 
may not be advisable to make any change in the ration 
established by law, it is a matter of the first importance 
to determine what is the best dietary for tropical use, 
that medical officers may urge its adoption by company 
commanders, and that Subsistence officers may have its 
components always on hand for issue.” 

Under the head of clothing the report says that as the 
result of general experience it may be said that a light 
weight woolen undershirt is regarded as essential to pre- 
vent chilling of the body when damp with perspiration. 
Drawers should be of the same material, although some 
medical officers consider cotton to be preferable as cooler. 
A white duck uniform is recommended for garrison duty 
and the khaki suit for field service. As no reference to 
socks or shoe appears in the sanitary reports, it is in- 
ferred that these have given entire satisfaction. The de- 
sirability of having rubber clothing for use during heavy 
rains was expressed by a number of medical officers. 

The medical corps of the Army, which was scarcely 
adequate before the war with Spain for our Army of 
25,000 men, is now entirely inadequate, and General 
Sternberg says should be increased as soon as is prac- 
ticable, hysicians and surgeons from civil life, how- 
ever, well qualified professionally, as a rule are not pre- 
pared to assume the responsibilities of medical officers 
charged with administrative duties. In filling vacancies 
in the medical corps these gentlemen should, in the opin- 
ion of General Sternberg, have the preference when 
they come within the established age limit and are able 
to pass a satisfactory professional and physical examina- 
tion. 

The report advocates the establishment of camping 
grounds in various parts of the country, having an ample 
supply of pure water, a peer system of sewers, etc. 
If our Volunteers could have been assembled in such 
camps during the late war a saving in lives and money 
would have resulted, which would, without doubt, have 
demonstrated the economy of such preparation for war 
in time of peace. 

In conclusion. the Surgeon General says: “Before clos- 
ing this report I desire to express my appreciation of the 
intelligent and zealous devotion to duty which, with few 
exceptions, has characterized the officers of the Medical 
Department, both Regulars and Volunteers, and inclu- 
ding the Acting Assistant Surgeons. I have been ably 
supported in the administration of the affairs of the 
Medical Department by Col. Charles H. Alden, Asst. 
Surg. Gen., in charge of the Supply Division of my office; 
Col. Dallas Bache, Asst. Surg. Gen., in charge of the 
Museum and Library Division: Col. Charles R. Green- 
leaf, Asst. Surg. Gen., Chief Medical Inspector_of the 
Army; Lieut. Col. Charles Smart, Dep. Surg. Gen., in 
charge of the Sanitary Division; Maj. George E. Bush- 
nell, Surg.. U. S. A., in charge of the Hospital Corns 
Division: Acting Asst. Surg Anita Newcomb McGee, in 
charge of the Army Nurse Corps (female), and by the 
Chief Surgeons of the various military departments. The 
Chief Surgeons on duty in the Philippines, in Cuba and 
in Porto Rico have occupied especially responsible posi- 
tions and have discharged their duties in a manner most 
creditable to themselves and to the Department. 

“The clerical force of my office has been working under 
the strain of enormously increased labor since the out- 
break of the war with Spain, and has met the task with 
intelligence and fidelity. The Chief Clerk, Mr. George 
A. Jones, and the older members of the permanent force 
generally have been indefatigable in their efforts to pre- 
vent the work of the office from falling behind and by 
sacrificing leaves of absence due them and working out 
of the official office hours have to a great extent been 
successful in so doing.” 
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PAYMASTER GENERAL OF THE NAVY. 


Few important recommendations are made in the an- 
nual report of the Paymaster General of the Navy, 
which, as usual, is almost practically confined to the 
operations of the bureau during the last year. No sug- 
gestion is made for an increase of pay officers, although 
it ig evident there is work for everyone when the Pay- 
master General states but four are now unemployed. 
The report shows that the total credits were $141,617,- 
251.84; total debts, $73,145,992.20, leaving a balance of 
appropriations June 30, 1899, of $68,471,259.64; ex- 
penditures on account of construction, $9,964,456.61; re- 
pairs, $6,754,974.45; cost of maintaining ships in com- 
mission, $13,983,174.18; Marine Corps, $1,448,225.82; 
light-house establishment, $51,150.02; coast_and etic 
survey, Fs ; fish commission, 743.67; naval 
militia, $132,234.89. Increase of deposits of savings by 
seamen, $86,091.44; the otal amount to credit of the 
fund on June 30, 1899, being $374,644.09. With a 
change to peace the bureau has made every effort to 
reduce its supplies in stock. The storehouses at Key 
West have been practically emptied, partly by sale and 
partly by shipment to New York. At other points also 
the stock has been considerably reduced, but it is yet 
large. The need of a new office at New York to cost $18,- 
000 — to the importance of that station as a supply 
depot and the growing importance of League Island and 
the meager provision there for storehouses are pointed 
out and an additional storehouse asked for to cost 
about $224,640. The great success attending the refrig- 
erating ship system is spoken of by the Paymaster 
General. The bureau desires among other things to 
establish a naval supply fund department at Cavite as 
soon as practicable, owing to the increased demand of 
stores at that station. . 

Attention is invited to the propriety and necessity of 
establishing a suitable inspection of Navy Yard ac- 
counts in the manufacturing and constructing depart- 
ments. 

The inability of officers to procure the ordinary ar- 
ticles of provisions, necessary to their welfare, in re- 
mote places like Cavite, Guam and Sitka, the report 
states, has recently resulted in much personal discom- 
fort to them. On this point this comment is made: 
“Legislation granting to officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps the privilege of buying com- 
missary stores from the Army, and the establishment 
of a naval commissary store de rtment, with a like 
privilege to the Army, at such places as the Secretary 
might deem necessary, is recommended.” 

It is urged by the Paymaster General that the pay 
corps should at all times be maintained at its full nu- 
merical strength owing to the pressing demand for 
officers at sea and other duty, and that vacancies in 
the grade of Assistant Paymaster be filled at the 
earliest ible moment. An examination will be held 
at the Washington Navy Yard Nov. 20 to fill the re- 
maining five places. It rarely happens that a pay offi- 
cer can obtain leave of absence upon the expiration of 
a tour of sea service, and it is frequently necessary 
to detail him for new duty before the time allowed by 
law for the settlement of his accounts has expired.

LIEUT. HAYDON Y. GRUBBS. 


By the death of Lieut. Haydon Y. Grubbs, 6th Inf., 
the Army loses one of its best officers and the country 
at large a citizen of the highest integrity. Lieut. 
Grubbs was a graduate of Center College, Danville, 
Ky., and also of West Point in 1896. In September 
of that year, he joined his regiment, the 18th Infantry, 
at Fort Bliss, Texas. For a year and a half I was 
intimately associated with him and learned to honor, 
respect and love him. He early gave evidence of those 
qualities which afterwards made him such a reliable 
officer. He- was quick, industrious, ambitious and anx- 
ious to learn the fine points of the profession which 
he had chosen. 

In May, 1897, I was sent on a topographical scout to 
map about 5,000 square miles of country in Western 
Texas. Lieut. Grubbs asked for and obtained authority 
to accompany me. I never saw an officer work harder 
or learn faster. He rapidly picked up much of the 
technique of field service, that indefinable knowledge of 
camping and marching which cannot be learned from 
books, but, without which, no mam can become a good 
soldier. During the thirty days of this scout, he aver- 
aged twenty-eight miles on horseback per day, and this 
under trying conditions; for the weather was very warm 
and the water to drink, alkaline and bad. 

When the war broke out, Lieut. Grubbs was offered 
and accepted the position of Lieutenant Colonel of 
Hood’s Immunes (2d U. 8S. Volunteer Infantry), and 
while Col. Hood was in Washington attending to neces- 
sary matters, Col. Grubbs was at Covington, near New 
Orleans, organizing the regiment. It was a gigantic 
task for a young and comparatively inexperienced offi- 
cer to accomplish, but he did it and the amount of work 
that he performed and the obstacles which he overcame 
were something phenomenal. The regiment as soon as 
organized went to Cuba, too late to participate in the 
Santiago trouble, but just in time to fall heir to that 
most trying and disagreeable of duties, the garrisoning 
of a remote and obscure foreign district, where modern 
conveniences and modern ways are unknown. 

For several months during Col, Hood’s absence, Col. 
Grubbs commanded the district of Holguin. He man- 
aged affairs well and showed marked ability so much 
so that General Wood mentions him twice favorably in 
his annual report. 

In May, 1898, the 2d Immunes came home and were 
mustered out. Col. Grubbs, who had meanwhile been 
promoted to a 1st Lieutenantcy and assigned to the 6th 
infantry, now hastened across the continent to San 
Francisco and took ship for the Philippines to join his 
regiment. 

Nothing more was heard of him until the papers of 
Oct. 5, 1899, announced that he had fallen to rise no 
more while leading his men against the enemies of his 
country. Thus died a devoted son, a true friend, a 
gallant officer, a noble gentleman. One cannot help 
thinking ““What a pity that a life so young and so prom- 
ising should have been a sacrifice to ‘The White Man’s 
Burden.” ” N. F. McCuine,

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GENERAL MILES’S REPORT. 
The report of Maj. Gen. Miles, which is one of the 


briefest ever submitted by the Commanding General of 
the Army, contains few recommendations of any 


great importance. It is practically confined to a table 
showing the number of troops in Cuba and Porto Rico 
from August, 1898, up to the present time. There is no 
mention of an Army Reorganization bill and but a brief 
reference is made to the operations of the Army gen- 
erally. After giving a list of the Department rts 
accompanying and stating that that of General is 
not yet received, General Miles says: 

“At the time of my last annual rt the strength of 
the Army was 9,453 officers and men, of which 
2,326 otecers and 58,310 men belonged to the Regular 
Army, and 7,127 officers and 157,612 men comprised the 
Volunteer Army. Subsequent to that time a large num- 
ber of troops were moyed to Cu but the majority of 
them were returned to the United States during the fol- 
lowing winter and spring mouths. ‘The follow state-

“At the present time there are 391 officers and 10,706 
men in Cuba. ln Porte Kico there are 108 officers and 
3,255 men, which includes a battalion of native troops 
recently organized and consisting of 400 men. On Oct. 
1 there were in the Philippine islands 971 officers and 
41,344 men, while there were en route to those islands 
at that time 546 officers and 16,553 men. In Alaska 
there is now a force of 15 officers and 484 men, and in 
the Hawaiian Islands there are 12 officers and men. 
All of the Volunteer troops first sent to the Philippine 
Islands have been returned to the United States and 
mustered out, or are under orders to return and be mus- 
tered out of service.” 

A list of the troops mustered out since Nov. 5, 1898, 
follows, 157 Volunteer organizations in all. 

“Of the 25 U. 8. Volunteer regiments (the 26th to 49th 
Infantry, inclusive, and 11th Cavalry), some are already 
in the Philippines, others are en route, and the balance 
are being rapidly organized for service in those islands. 

“The demand for troops for foreign service has been 
unusual, and has been somewhat severe upon them, es- 
pecially those of the Regular Army. Within the last 
eighteen months several regiments have been required to 
leave their stations in the extreme north, move to the 
islands of the West Indies, there engage in a cam- 
paign in summer, return to northern stations in the 
autumn and wimter, and move again to tropical islands in 
the Pacitc and engage in campaigns under the most dif- 
ficult circumstances. Karely in any service have troops 
experienced such unusual changes in climate as those 
above indicated, yet under all circumstanes and at alli 
times the utmost loyalty, fortitude and faithful perform- 
ance of duty have been manifested on the part of the 
troops. ln nearly all engagements where the troops have 
been brought into contact with the enemy they have in- 
variably acted on the offensive, and in not a single in- 
stance nave they suffered defeat. ‘The intelligence, dis- 
cipline and fidelity of both officers and men have been 
most commendable. 

“Owing to the additional and extraordinary expense 
placed upon officers while serving in the Philippine Is- 
lands, Cuba, Porto Rico, and the tiawaiian Islands, it is 
recommended that they be allowed the same percentage 
of the increase of pay that is now provided by law for 
the enlisted men, 

“It is also recommended that officers of the Army with 
a creditable record who served during the Civil War 

granted the same consideration concerning rank 
and pay as has been accorded oticers of the Navy by 
Section 11, act approved March 3, 1599. 

“As far as organization is concerned, the Army is in a 
transition state. Irom 1874 to 1505 it was contined to a 
minimum strength of 25,000 men. By the act approved 
March 8, 1508, two regiments of artillery were added, 
which increased the enlisted strength of the Army to 
26,610. When the war with Spain broke out Congress, 
by the act approved April 26, 1598, authorized an in- 
crease in the strength ot the Army to 62,579 men. Under 
the act approved March 2, 15¥¥, it was recruited to 65,- 
WUU men, which was approximately one soldier to every 
1,000 of the population, according to the last census. 

nder the last mentioned act authority was also given 
to organize an auxiliary force of 35,00U Volunteers, and 
under that provision the 25 regiments of Volunteers 
above mentioned have been organized. 

“It is believed that this force will be ample for the 
service required of it up to the time authorized, viz.: 
July 1, 1901. It is gratifying to note that the Govern- 
ment has authorized a military force which seems com- 
mensurate with its requirements, magnitade and insti- 
tutions. I have for years recommended the adoption of 
a standard in proportion to the population, viz., not to 
exceed one soldier to every 1,000 of the population, and 
1 believe that the establishment of such a standard would 
be safe and judicious in every 

“During the past few years rapid progress has been 
made in the equipment of the Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf 
coasts with modern defences, and if the general plan is 
carried out, it is hoped that in a short time our coasts 
will be in a proper condition of defence. 

“Some very important discoveries have been made in 
relation to ordnance, projectiles and high explosives, and 
after careful, thorovgh and exhaustive tests appliances 
have been adopted which will greatly increase the ef- 
ficiency of our armament.” 


The Washington “Evening Star” prints the following 
with some prominence: “Some doubt has been expressed 
as to the opinion Admiral Dewey has of the ability of 
General Otis to deal with the Philippine problem. The 
preliminary report of the Philippine Commission was si- 
lent on the subject of the conduct of affairs by General 
Otis. This preliminary report was made at the request 
of the President, to cover only certain indicated points 
with reference to the Philippine question, after the Pres- 
ident had been informed of Dewey’s opinion of Otis. 
Dewey made this statement in response to an inquiry as 
to whether the conflict with the Filipinos could have been 
avoided: ‘If Leon Wood (that oe General Wood, in 
command at Santiago,) had been in command of the 
forces at Manila there would have been no war; or, if 
there had been, it would not have lasted more 8 
weeks. You are the twenty-sixth man I have said this 
to. I am going to say it to twenty-seven. The twenty- 
seventh will be the dent.’ i then go and 
make the same statement to the President.”

have done garrison duty in Manila, and have seen 
hard fighting from San Fernando to Angelus. Our fight- 
ing was done in the wet weather, while the fighting of 
the Volunteers was during the dry season. Everything 
was against us. On July 9, when we made our advance 
from San Fernando, in front of us lay rice fields, bamboo 
* flooded with water, also rivers and creeks to 
w 

All were eager to get at the “Gugus,” and did not take 
much notice of the mud and water, which was up to our 
waists. Men soon began to drop from exhaustion, All 
through the march we were under a heavy fire from the 
enemy, who were driving in front of us, They would 
not stand and give battle, throwing a few volleys into us 
at about 600 yards and then making off to the next 
bamboo hedge. We could not see them until we received 
another few volleys from the hidden foe. We had the 
satisfaction, however, of seeing many dead “Amigos” 
from 4 o’clock in the morning till 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon, when we rested at Calulut, about six miles above 


Fernando. We rested here for a few days, when 
company was ordered to Delores, a town two miies oon 
of Calulut and five miles from Bacdlor. We arrived 
there on the 15th, and had one of the hardest figats’ on 
record. Over 3UU insurgents surrounded our company, 
firing on us from ail directions until we thougat we 
would never escape alive. We were shut in for three 
hours, when the order to charge was given. It was a 
bluff, but it worked well, breaking their line, which 
moved off in perfect skirmish order. Our Captain got us 
together and we were soon after them, catching up with 
them in about 800 yards. They were moving by the 
flank, and we were doing the same thing. We couid 
see them, but they could not see us. We were 
double time and trying to head them off, but their line 
got too far away. 

Since the Yth of July we have been on the move driv- 
ing the “Gugus” in front of us with a ht loss to our 
side. We left San Fernando at 3 o'clock in the morning 
of Vet. 2, and quickly formed a skirmish line in front 
of the “Gugus’”’ trenches. This is the wet season now 
and the rice fields are filled with water and in it we had 
to lay until the fight opened up at 4 o'clock. The artil- 
lery started the hght, and with a whoop and a yell we 
were off capturing trenches and killing Filipinos. We 
plowed all morning through mud, water, sugar fields and 
bamboo. About 1 o'clock we reached Caijuiut. In this 
town we captured prisoners and they told us there were 
6,000 insurgents ahead of us that morning. This is a 
fine country for a civilian, but bad for a soldier, 

We then turned our attention to the enemies, who 
Were not too far away, and surprised them. The 

Gugus,” officers were shot off their horses. Dead - 
gers were all over and the enemy ran ike wild cats in 
their mad rush to escape. One man was wounded, and 
he got it in the leg, not seriously. ‘he Filipinos are poor 
marksmen, as they shoot very high, which is lucky, for 
the American troops. They cannot stand a and 
when we go charging and yelling to their trenches they 
get out and make for the woods. 

From our outposts I can see the Filipino officers 
on horseback with their staffs, also the enemy's outposts. 
We are close to them, and trouble is expected any mo- 
ment. We have made the name of the “fighting 
fweifth,” and we will hold it. When the new troops 
arrive we will clear the isiand in three months. ‘hey 
are looking for peace, but they want too much, and we 
= have to administer the Mrag remedy for weir con- 
umacy. 

‘his is a wonderful country. Anything can grow here. 
All kinds of fruits are pientiful. ‘Lovacco is avundant, 
and we smoke tne best cigars, costing two cents each, 

Wor over a month our regiment has veen ahead, wnat is, 
we have been five miles north of any American troops, 
and we can hold this town against aii comers.

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ADMIRAL SCHLEY’S CONDUCT IN WAR. 
(From the New York Sun, Nov. 11.) 

Secretary Long recently made an interesting state- 
ment in writing to President McKinley in regard to the 
case of Rear Admiral Schley which presents the position 
of the Navy Department very fully and fairly. It was 
submitted to the President by Seeretary Long when he 
was informed that a Baltimore delegation: was coming 
to interview the President in Admiral’s Schley’s behalf 
und has not been hitherto published in’ Mpglish. Mil- 
waukee friends of Admiral Schley obtained a copy of it 
and published it in a Milwaukee German newspaper, 
which has just reached here, and from which the follow- 
ing translation of Secretary Long’s memorandum has 
been made: 

“Mr. President: Senator McComas tells me that a gen- 
tleman from Baltimore has expressed in a telegram to 
him a desire to have an interview with you in order to 
discuss what is called “Lhe persecution of Admiral 
Schley.’ 1 think this refers to persecution on the part 
of the Navy Department. If such is the case I wisa to 
state that this charge is absolutely without foundation, 
aud so utterly contrary to the actual facts that 1 should 
be glad to be present when this charge is raised, in order 
that 1 may be able to explain the true facts in the mat- 


ter. 

“The Navy Department has from the very beginning 
been especially considerate of the ofticer referred to. 
When the Flymg Squadron was formed the Department 
assigned to him the command of the same, although 
Commo, Schley stood at the foot of the list of Commo- 
dores. You will remember that you yourself were in- 
clihed to demur to the choice when | mentioned his name. 
‘this appointment gave him a command which was es- 
pecially desirable, and on which any one of his seniors 
would have congratulated himself. He expressed partic- 
ular satisfaction to me when I notified him of the ap- 
pointment, accepted it readily, and manifested pleasure 
at the prospect of this service in Atlantic waters under 
the Commahder-in-Chief. 

“When the Spanish tieet under Cervera’s command 
threatened our coasts, Commo, Schley was given an op- 
portunity to go in search of the enemy with the Flyjng 
Squadron. Aud here again the Department gave him 
one of the best chances during the war, and until June 
1, when the Commander-in-Chief took charge, he had an 
entirely independent command. You know, of course, 
that during that period of his independent command his 
couduct was satisfactory neither to you nor the Depart- 
ment. He did not succeed in ascertaining whéther or 
not Cervera was at Cienfuegos, although he had several 
days in which to establish the fact that the Spanish 
leet was not there. It was Capt. McCalla, who had 
subsequently joined him, who ascertained this fact, im- 
mediately and without any trouble. In his subsequent 
run to Santiago and his extremely unfortunate and un- 
necissary retreating maneuver, when he was only twenty 
mils distant from the latter harbor, Commo, Schley ig- 
nored existing instructions in an unjustifiable manner. 
In addition to this, there is his cruise toward Key West, 
vecupying one or two days, and his assertion that he was 
shovt of coal, while the reports show that all his ships 
still had a coal supply sutticient for from six to twelve 
days. If there was enough coal on hand to steam back 
100 miles to Key West there must have been sufficient 
supply of coal to go to Santiago, which is further shown 
by the fact that he changed his mind once more, this 
time fot the better, by going to Santiago after all. 

“All these facts show that he—and it seems to me he 
ought te have recognized it by this time—has committed 
a serious error, which, if the full facts had been known 
at that time, would no doubt have been considered suf- 
ficient ground fcr relieving him of his command, or even 
proceediag against him in a disciplinary manner. You 
will remember that you were much troubled and grieved 
when you received the news of his retreating maneuver, 
which was the only one on the part of the Navy during 
the war. But as Commo. Schley’s independent command 
expired about that time, and a month later the battle of 
Santiago, in which he touk part, was fought and a glo- 
rious victory won, the Department considered disciplin- 
ary proceedings unnecessary. ‘Che Department therefore 
recommended the promotion of all the commanding of- 
ficers who had taken part in the battle, and you acted on 
the promotion, subject to subsequert confirmation by the 
Senate. The first promotion was intended for the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the second for Commo. Schley, etc. 

“Up to that time it could hardly be said that there was 
any persecution, but rather a very considerate course of 
action on the part of the Navy Department. Since then 
the Navy Department has taken no action in this matter, 
nor expressed any opinion except on the following occa- 
sions: 

“First—When in February last the Senate called for 
reports on Admiral Schley’s case. These were compiled 
from official reports and furnished as requested. In 
order that no errors or omissions might occur, the De- 
partment appointed three officers for the purpose of com- 
piling the same, and associated with them Admiral 
Schley’s own flag officer to attest the accuracy of the 
reports. 

“Second.—_When the newspaper controversy arose, in 
which the Department had no share, as to a conversa- 
tion which was said to have taken —— during the bat- 
tle of Santiago between Commo, Schley and his navigat- 
ing officer, Lieut. Hodgson. One newspaper published 
this conversation several times, stating that Lieut, Hodg- 
son had divulged it. Subsequently another paper pub- 
lished a letter from Lieut. Hodgson to Admiral Schley, 
declaring that such a conversation had not taken place. 
Then the first paper, ostensibly on the testimony of an- 
other officer, stated that Lieut. Hodgson had, neverthe- 
less, declared that such a conversation had taken place. 
Under the circumstances, it looked as though one of the 
two officers had publicly made a false statement in a 
matter concerning the Navy. As this, unless cleared up, 
might work prejudice to the service and involve it in a 
seandal, it became necessary, as customary in such cases, 
to call for an explanation. Both officers were, therefore, 
asked by the Department to furnish such an 
explanation. The result was that Lieut. Hodgson 
declared that his denial of the conversation was 
to be construed that the conversation had not taken place 
in the terms reported, but that the substance of the same 
had been correctly stated. It was further established 
that the Lieutenant, outside of his communication to Ad- 
miral Schley, in which he denied the conversation pub- 
lished, had sent another letter in which he declared that 
the conversation with the former had been misrepre- 
sented by the newspaper only as to its terms, but not as 
to its substance. Lieut. Hodgson had previously sent an- 
other letter of similar purport to Admiral —

garded as persecution. 

“The foregoing is all that the Department has done in 
this matter, except that it has assigned to Admiral 
Schley such work as would properly fall to an officer of 
his or superior rank in any ordinary sea service. He has 
also been given every opportunity to appear before the 


public. 

“No doubt the battle of Santiago has been much dis- 
cussed outside of the Department, but the Department 
itself has, so far, never expressed an opinion as to the 
maneuver of our ships in that battle. othing, there- 
fore, can be further from the truth than the statement 
that Schley has been persecuted. Whatever has been 
done was done with your consent, and to allay rather 
than to further stir up the excitement which is always 
manifested in a public discussion of personal merits. Ad- 
miral Schley has no ground for complaint, nor has 
he ever made a complaint. Should he do so the Depart- 
ment is ready to make any investigation that he may de- 
sire, or submit its report or claims to any competent jury. 

“It is not conceivable that any naval officer possessing 
a sense of honor should for a moment suffer criticism, to 
say nothing of persecution, on the part of any authority 
over him, without immediately calling for an investiga- 
tion. Admiral Schley has had many years’ experience in 
the naval profession, and has met with every considera- 
tion from this Department. Therefore, the fact that he 
has accepted our course of action without any demur is 
a: clear proof that he is entirely satisfied with it, or, at 
least, that he deems it just and considerate and has no 
cause for complaint. It may be that the Navy Depart- 
ment has made some mistake in this matter, but there 
can certainly be no questicn of any persecution. Very 
respectfully.

A REPLY FROM FELIX ANGUS. 


To this letter of the Secretary one of Admiral Schley’s 
friends, Felix Agnus, of Baltimore, replies as follows, 
in a letter to Secretary Long, appearing in his paper, 
the Baltimore American: 


“Some weeks ago I sent a despatch to Senator McComas 
asking for an interview with the President. Together with 
a number of other Maryland Republicans I desired to protest 
against the persecution of Admiral Schley as *—— in itself 
and hurtful to our party, which was at that time engaged 
in a serious struggle with the Democracy. 

“In some way you learned of the telegram and you wrote 
a letter to the President with the obvious purpose of defend- 
ing ———— and your department against the charges that 
would be made A the Maryland committee. The letter de- 
nies the persecution of Schley, but every attempt at argu- 
ment is a clear admission, and the tenor of the document is 
so unworthy the august position held by you as to suggest 
the work of some ——— subordinate. 

“You hint that Admiral Schley when in independent com- 
mand did not find Cervera’s fleet. No one knows better 
than yourself that this is disingenuous. It was impossible 
for Schley before he was —— in command to find 
Cervera, for the reason, well known by everybody, that the 
latter was a thousand miles away on the coast of South 
America. The suggestio falsi is a more heinous offence than 
a direct falsehood. 

‘You say that the Navy Department from the beginning 
was ap er | considerate of Schley. You displayed your 
initial partiality by jumping Sampson over him when Samp- 
son was several numbers below him. This, too, in spite of 
the fact that Admiral Schley had —— earned a nationa! 
—— by unusually brilliant services at home and 
abroad. 

“You review the contemptible charges made by the dis- 
appointed Sampson concerning Schley’s course off Cienfue- 
gos. They were not thought of until Schley had gained the 
glorious —— at Santiago, and ~— were crushed to pow- 
der before a Senate committee by the production of a des- 
patch which you and Sampson had suppressed—the first in- 
stance of the sort, and it is to be hoped the last which has 
occurred in the history of the Navy. 

“But even were these charges true they would be too triv- 
ial to be used by brave and honorable men against the hero 
who fought the battle of Santiago. 

“The ya about the coaling of the flying squadron 
needs no reply. It is a matter of common knowledge that 
to-day there might be a storm at sea and to-morrow a calm. 
When Schley could not coal he could not coal and that is 
all there is to it. He found he could not coal one day and 
on the next he could, and then he did coal. 

“Admiral Schley knew more’ about the immediate needs 
of his — t r the Navy Department, or even the al- 
mighty Sampson. uote from your letter to the President: 

“*You will remember that you were much troubled and 
grieved when you received the news of his (Schley’s) retro- 
freding maneuver, which was the only one on the part of the 
Navy during the war.’ 

“Oh! Mr. Secretary, how could you frame a charge like 
that? Not only the American people, but the enlightened 
world know it to be —— false. In his official report 
to his Government the Spanish commander gives uncon- 
scious testimony against you. He declares that what you 
are oo to call ‘Schley’s retreat’ was a most brilliant 
naval maneuver, and really the only one of the battle. He 
admits that it completely upset all his carefully laid plans 
which were made to ram and sink the Brooklyn, and re- 
sulted in the destruction of his own fleet instead. 

“There was but one naval commander who retreated dur- 
ing the Spanish war. Admiral Sampson, the Commander-in- 
Chief, as you pompously call him, made that retreat, and 
excited the surprise and indignation of the country. He at- 
tacked San Juan with much display and a great waste of 
powder, and without accomplishing anything ingloriously 
retreated. 

“The ‘Commander-in-Chief’ performed another ‘feat,’ but 
for which there would have been no controversy to-day. 
With a full knowledge that Cervera was watching for an 
copectensty to - away and that Cervera’s defeat would 
crush Spain and end the war, he deliberately took away 
from the fleet on the morning of the battle the best Aghting 
ship in it, and left only two fleet enough to keep up wit 
the Spaniards—Schley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, and the Ore- 
gon. 

“Sampson could have gone to meet the military commander 
in any small vessel, even a launch, but his pomposity could 
not be satisfied with anything less than the New York. Had 
not the Oregon displayed such unex ted speed Schley 
would have had to destroy the fleet with only the Brooklyn. 

“Then followed the bombastic despatch of the ‘Command- 
er-in-Chief’ presenting a victory to the country that he had 
nothing to do with. There was a mighty wave or popwmar 
disgust when the truth became known, and then Schley was 
instantly enshrined in the hearts of the people, there to 
stay forever in spite of the petty bureaucratic attempts to 
exalt a s hero. 

“Your efforts, Mr. Secretary, to bespatter by Inuendo the 
reputation of a at man are in singular contrast with the 
action of your department. If these insinuations are true, 
why is it that Schley’s name was sent in for promotion 
among the first, and why is it that after a long season of 
neglect and most ungrateful treatment you have placed the 
Admiral in command of a fleet? It is not a position worthy 
of his distinguished services such as the man who fought 
the battle which ended the Spanish war should be honored 
with, but it shows conclusively that the Secretary himself 
does not believe that the charges made against Admiral

WHAT ADMIRAL CROWNINSHIELD SAID. 


Admiral Crowninshield’s reference in his recent an- 
nual report to Admiral Dewey’s victory seems to have 
been so misconstrued that he deemed it advisable this 
week to amend his language so that it should read as 
follows: 


“Before the outbreak of the war you addressed to the 
officers of the North Atlantic fleet, through the Admiral, 
a letter, from which the following is an extract: ‘Hach 
man engaged in the work of the inshore squadron should 
have in him the stuff out of which to make a possible 
Cushing; and if the man wins, the recognition given him 
shall be as great as that given to Cushing, so far as 
the Department can bring this about.’ Every effort of 
the Department to redeem this solemn pledge has been 
balked. Of the officers who served in the North Atlantic 
waters three have confirmed in the recognition 
urged by the Department—two because their cases were 
presented at propitious moments, the other because of 
a misapprehension. The rest, numbering among them 
every gallant Captain at — on July 3 and all the 
brave captains of the ever ready gunboats, numbering 
among them officers who risked in many desperate ex- 

itions—cable cutting, as spies seeking information, 
locking and blockading harbors, scouting, numbering 
among them all those who hesitated not, and including 
at the head of all the able and determined officer who 
planned, worked out, and executed the whole aign, 
and who finally consummated the one victory which was 
vital to the enemy—he and all the rest have absolutely 
nothing. The greatest among these has not as much as 
the medal which was given to each of the hundreds who 
shared in a victory won in an hour more propitious for 
reward.” 

In explanation Admiral Crowninshield says: 

“In the original draft of the report the report the 
words ‘won in an hour more propitious for reward’ read 
‘won in a more propitious hour.’ A misconstruction of my 
meaning in these words as they originally stood has led 
ine to make the present reading correspond exactly with 
what was meant, and generally understood, in the first 
place. A. 8. C.” 

Admiral Crowninshield’s reference to the battle of San- 

tiago as the “one victory which was vital to the enemy” 
naturally does not please the friends of Admiral Dewey. 
The Washington “Post” says of it: 
_ “The country is still waiting to see whether this pub- 
lic, official and evidently deliberate fling at Admiral 
Dewey by a subordinate department officer will pass un- 
rebuked by both the Secretary of the Navy and the 
President of the United States. We do not believe that 
any utterance so offensive, so insolent, and so stupid has 
ever yet found its way into the published report of a de- 
partment understrapper. It contains not only a sneer 
ut the Admiral of the Navy and a flat falsification of the 
Manila victory, but a most disrespectful and impertinent 
attack upon the Congress of the United States. We 
shall have to amend all our opinions as to the temper of 
Congress if Crowninshield retains his present place much 
longer without seriously embarrassing the Navy and in- 
juring the interests of personnel, Congressmen are 
plain, human beings, after all, and if the Department 
can keep Crowninshield to throw mud at them, they may 
safely be trusted to make the Department very tired of 
the arrangement.” 





PLAN FOR NAVAL INCREASE. 


The programme of naval increase to be presented to 
Congress this session by the Navy Department is one so 
liberal that its acceptance is doubted unless the Presi- 
dent and Secretary give it their complete approval. 
At present there is little possibility of its being embodied 
in the annual report of the Secretary, or certainly not 
in full, but it will be sent later to the two naval commit- 
tees as representing the views of the Administration as 
to the class, type and size of the various warships be- 
lieved necessary, and should be authorized next winter. 
Acting under instructions from Secretary Long, the 
Board of Naval Bureau chiefs for the last ten days have 
been considering, without reaching any definite conclu- 
sion, the type of vessels deemed most essential in the 
near future for the Navy and the size as well as speed 
they should have. Only in a tentative way has any con- 
clusion been reached on any one type so far, and this 
decision is subject to change or complete revocation. 
There has been a tendency on the part of the Depart- 
ment for the past six years to confine its recommenda- 
tions for ships entirely to the battleship and torpedo boat 
and destroyer class, there being then practically none of 
these latter boats in the service. Only within a few 
years past has there been any effective squadron of bat- 
tleships, and even now, with those building, the number 
is deemed not in excess of those required. Certainly re- 
cent events have tended to increase the requirements of 
the Navy and to necessitate additional vessels of all 
classes. 

Admiral Dewey has presented to the board a strong 
recommendation for twelve gunboats of light draft for 
cruising in the waters of the Philippines, where he 
lieves a large naval force will be maintained for years 
after the insurrection is suppressed. board, while 
not definitely of the opinion that so many of these ships 
should be urged in one programme, will ro recom- 
mend that quite a number and possibly all be authorized. 
On the question of unprotected cruisers there is an opin- 
ion that for the present there is a sufficient number of 
this type, but what is needed more are three —— 
the Olympia class, and in all probability such

three battleships ‘and the armored cruisers and protected 
cruisers, but on account of the liberal number granted it 
was not deemed ex ent to further increase it.

There is no doubt that the board believes at least 
three should be authorized this winter, but it is uncér- 
tain owing to the armor situation whether it would be 
advisable to provide more of this class until three 
authorized are designed and contracts executed.

This type is almost 
identical with the plans that in time will be drawn_for 
those provided last session. Considering that the Gov- 
ernment is already building a large number of to 0 
boats and that delays will follow their launching 
owing to the difficulty in procuring structural stee] there 
is little expectation that the board will urge many of 
this type. At the present rate work * ng 
many of the destroyers and smaller boats will be a year 
or more over their contract time. Steel has advanced so 
that little profit will accrue to the contractors. There is 
much risk and little profit any way in building this type 
of boat. As stated above, upon the President will de- 
pend the extent of naval increase which this Congress 
will provide. The Naval Board’s programme is certainly 
tu be out of proportion to what the Administration be- 
lieves should be authorized this winter.. 


COMING STARS. 

The Secretary of War and the President have dis- 
cussed at different times the policy of retiring at an ad- 
vanced grade all officers who saw service during the war 
of the rebeilion, and have been continuously in the serv- 
ive since then. This privilege having been granted the 
ofticers of the Navy in the Naval Personnel bill, the 
resident and the Secretary of War are understood to be 
‘avorably inclined to the adoption of this policy. It is 
probable, therefoie, that Cols. Edgar Kellogg, Andrew 8. 
burt, isaac Ve hussy, Charles V. Hood aud © reel 
wil be retired betore the appoimtment to be made to Hil 
the vacancies in the rank of Srigadier General now exist- 
ing. All of these officers, who have been in continuous 
service since the commencement of the Civil War, are 





~ ontitied to retirement by reason of over 3U years’ serv- 


ice. No decision has been reached regarding the selec- 
tion of the oticers who will probably fili these vacancies, 
tuough it is understood that both General Lawton and 
General MacArthur will be appointed Brigadier Gen- 
erals for their excellent work im the Philippmes.

WRECK OF THE CHARLESTON. 

The U. 8. S. Charleston was wrecked on an uncharted 
coral reef off the island of Font, on the northeast coast 
if Luzon, eight miles east of Camiguin Island. The offi- 
cial despatch from Admiral Watson says the accident 
occurred Nov. 2, but the press despatches say Nov. 7. 
Probably the latter date is correct. With the unwel- 
come despatch came the welcome news that all on board 
were saved. From the advices received it seems that 
the Charleston, while patroling the coast struck a reef 
not shown on the chart at 6 o’clock in the morning, and 
that after it became known the vessel could not be got- 
ten off and would become a total wreck, the boats were 
provisioned, the crew armed, and the ship abandoned. 
Each man carried five days’ rations, and with a su 
ply of rifles and ammunition and two Colt automatic 
cuns, the island of Font was reached, where the 
shipwrecked men remained in camp for several devs. 
vhen they embarked for Camiguin. The natives at this 
lace acted in a friendly manner, but care was taken 
(o prevent a surprise. After keeping a lookout for pass- 
ing vessels, and none being sight it was decided to 
send the sailing launch, in command of Lieut. MacDon- 
ald, with a crew of six men, to Manila for help. 

After some unpleasant experiences, including a run in 
. typhvon, Lingayen Gulf was reached on Nov, 11, and 
the transport Aztec sighted, which, og | the launch in 
tow, put about toward Lingayen Gulf, where she found 
the U. S. S. Oregon, and transferred the shipwrecked 
men to her. Capt. Wilde at once signaled the Helena to 
zo to Camiguin to bring off the balance of the Charles- 
ton’s company. The crew of the launch were taken to 
Manila on the gunboat Callao. 

The Charleston was a steel protected cruiser built at 
the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, from the plans 
of the Japanese cruiser Naniwa Kau, purchased in Eng- 
land. The Charleston, which was launched in 1888, was 
300 feet long, 42 feet 2 inches beam and 19 feet 6 inches 
draught. er vital parts were all under a protective 
deck of steel, which ran the whole length of the ship. 
This deck began below the water line and rose from the 
stem, stern and sides to a uniform horizontal line which 
ran most of the length of the vessel. On the slopes

separate engine. Her engines were of the 
comp-und, ho:izontal trpe.

She had 
one funnel, and her normal coal capacity was 328 tons 
and she could run 805 knots at her maximum speed, She 
could carry 800 tons of coal and steam 2,012 knots at 
her maximum speed, or 7,476 knots at a 10-knot rate.

CAPT. ZALINSKI ON COAST DEFENSES. 

In an article on “The Present Condition of Our Coast 
Defenses,” Capt, E. L. Zalinski, U. S. A: retired, has 
just published some valuable information. He argues 
that as our armament progresses toward completion, a 
larger force of men will be required to. maintain it in 
order, and also to use it with effectiveness. This wil! 
necessitate a further increase of the artillery. Such an 
increase could be consistently brought about, he thinks, 
by authorizing the President to increase the number of 
men in each battery. As the developments proceed in 
armament, a larger number should be provided for; men 
of a higher degree of intelligence should be secured by 
giving increased pay. 

Our want of progress in artillery he ascribes, in a 
measure, to the policy of Congress, but he says the 
“blame, however, does not rest entirely with Congress. 
Some of the delay is ascribable to the board of officers 
who made the use of disappearing gun carriages a sine 
qua non, as also the bureau chiefs, whose work lacked co- 
ordination. The work waited on the development of such 
a carriage in some indefinite future.” 

While it was well not to accept Huropean designs of 
disappearing carriage, and to await our own, because of 
manifest defects of the former, he believes it was a bad 
mistake not to proceed with the construction of the more 
simple barbette carriage, about which there could be no 
question whatever. A very large number of the positions 
where the guns were to be placed are on high bluffs, 
where the barbette carriage, rather than the disappearing 
carriage, was required. Hardly anything was done in 
this direction. There appeared to be a very notable lack 
of co-ordination between the Ordnance and Engineer 
Departments. At the present time, he notes, the Chiefs 
of Engineers and Ordnance are co-operating, so that 
the work of their respective departments is simultaneous. 
This gives ts now at all times the maximum of defences 
available from the appropriations at the end of each year. 

Capt. Zalinski believes our guns are made under more 
exacting specifications than those of European powers. 
It is a question, however, in his mind whether it is not 
advisable to increase their power by lengthening them 
and also by increasing the weight of the projectiles. This 
last will materially increase the energy of the projectiles 
at the longer ranges, by reason of the greater ability of 
the heavier shot to overcome the resistance of the air. 

The creation of floating batteries has been opposed, he 
asserts, by those who claim that it is better to build 
first-class battleships which would have wider range of 
usefulness, but in this the Captain does not concur, in- 
asmuch as floating batteries can be constructed for much 
lighter draught with heavier armor and armaments, at 
considerable less expense. His idea is that there should 
be no requirements as to speed beyond enough to carry 
them from one point of the harbor to any other to which 
they may be assigned. They could be designed to be 
sunk on shoals, to remain there until required at other 
points. That would enable the defences to be more flex- 
ible than would otherwise be possible. Circumstances 
might render such flexibility of very great value. They 
should therefore not be omitted from the general scheme. 

In view of the appropriations which have been made, 
Capt. Zalinski thinks it is not unfair to state that two- 
thirds of the fortifications are yet to be provided for, 
and at the annual rate of appropriation he figures that 
the defense might be completed in 1909. He asks 
whether it is prudent to wait that long to complete’ our 
defences. If some Congressman will ask this question 
in the House at the next session, there may be a chance 
of getting an answer from the people. 








The military authorities are in some doubt as to the 
whereabouts of Capt. J. K. Waring, 2d Inf., who ae 
cepted from Capt. Van Liew. in liquidation of an in- 


debtedness, money belonging to a company fund, though 
it does not follow that Capt. Waring knew the fact. 
Capt. Waring, whose station is at Matanzas, Cuba, was 
last heard from in New York. The papers in the case 
have been sent to General Merritt, in New York, for 
investigation and action. It is probable that Capt. 
Waring has returned to Cuba, in which case the papers 
will be sent by Genera! Merritt to General Brooke for 
action. When he can be communicated with he will no 
doubt be able to give a satisfactory explanation of the 
transaction. Another case before the Department is 
that of Lieut. A. Van P. Anderson, who, according 
to a report from the Paymaster General, drew his pay 
and commutation of quarters for May, 1898, three times. 
The papers in this case are before the Judge Advocate 
General.

Lieut. J. L. Donovan, 21st U. S. Inf., is recovering 
from his wounds received at Manila, and expects soon 
to be able for light duty. He and Mrs. Donovan are at 
present quartered at Governor's Island. Lieut. Dono- 
van, it may be remembered, arrived in New York from 
Manila just before the Dewey parade. He then had 
his leg in a cast. Dr. John A. Bodine, of the Polyclinic 
staff, an old friend of the Lieutenant's, was the ope- 
rating surgeon. He cut out the bullet and reopened 
the wound to give the ligaments play where they had 
become attached to the bone, and then, by foree, he 
limbered up the joint. The Lieutenant refused ether, 
and therefore witnessed the work of the surgeon. The 
X-ray photograph which was taken showed that the 
bullet had entered the bone, been shunted up through it, 
splitting the bone diagonally, and was then deflected out 
into the flesh, where it lodged after slivering off quite 
a large piece of the exterior surface of the bone. at 
the bullet had taken the course it had without severing 
an artery was considered remarkable.

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DWELLING TOGETHER IN UNITY. 


If officers of the Navy wish to understand how en- 
tirely unlovely is the controversy which has arisen over 
the conduct of naval affairs in West Indian waters dur- 
ing the war with Spain, they will read the three docu- 
ments we print elsewhere in this number. One is a letter 
addressed to the President by the Secretary of the Navy, 
another a reply to this document by one of the near 
friends of Admiral Schley, and the third an extract from 
in aridcle appeaiing in the Wastington “Post” criticising 
the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. We are not 
responsible for the original publication of these articles, 
but now that they have appeared in print it is well to 
lav them before the Navy that they may judge for them- 
selves as to their character and effect. The newspapers 
receive much criticism for their supposed tendencies to 
mischief making, some of it quite just and much of it less 
so. The controversy in this case has not originated with 
the newspapers. It has been started by the Navy itself 
and it has received its stimulus and encouragement from 
Navy officers. 

It is difficult to understand why Secretary Long should 
have permitted himself to be drawn into it, or why he 
should have been guilty of the indiscretion of writing a 
letter to the President, to whom he always bas access as 
one of his Constitutional advisers. As to persecution, 
any officer has a right, or his friends have a right for 
him, to complain if he is subjected to punishment with- 
out trial. A rebuke from a superior officer is a punish- 
ment, and is so regarded by the Navy Regulations. 

We do not propose to embroil ourselves in this contro- 
versy, further than to insist that those who, for any 
cause, have occasion to find fault with an officer should 
proceed decently and in order. Trials by newspaper and 
by letter-writing are not provided for in the regulations, 
and those who pursue this method of redressing wrongs 
can accomplish nothing beyond creating a public scandal 
which infliets injury on the Navy as a whole and thus in- 
jures every man in it. 

Admit the worst that can be said about Admiral 
Schley, it is still obvious that these attacks upon him 
ure a serious mistake, They only tend to create a public 
sentiment against the Navy which will make itself mani- 
fest when Congréss meets, to the discredit and disad- 
vantage of the service. Try the Admiral if you will, and 
inflict upon him any humiliation and punishment that a 
just verdict may require, but stop abusing him in.the 
newspapers. Abuse only adds to the strong feeling in his 
favor that undoubtedly exists throughout the community, 
if not in the Navy itself. Whenever the battle of San- 
tiago is referred to, before a popular audience, it is Schley 
who gets the applause. What profit is there in ignoring 
this fact and putting the Navy in antagonism to a pro- 
nounced public sentiment, a sentiment that is certain to 
be reflected in Congress? If tue people are wrong, and 
have been misled, there surely should be some way found 
for correcting the error which accords with the dignity 
and the established precedents of all military services. 

We have been witness to other controversies of a 
similar nature, and through them all we have followed 
the same course, which is to insist that an officer of the 
Navy or the Army should be tried and condemned only in 
due form. No one has the right to scold him, make faces 
at him, or to inflict any form of punishment on him, 
no matter how flagrant his offence, so long as he retains 
his standing as one against whom no formal charges have 
been preferred, and no verdict justifying punishment has 
been recorded. Certainly, no subordinate officer has a 
right so to treat his superior, and no secretary should do 
so. This is the position we took when Secretary 
Welles, with whom we were always on the best of terms, 
assumed the right to give Commodore 8S. F. Dupont a 
wigging because he thought the Commodore was afraid of 
the monitors and indisposed to give them a fair trial on 
their merits. Not even our relations with the inventor of 
the monitor, or our friendship for the Secretary, re- 








lieved to be. unjust treatment, and we have a grateful 
acknowledgment of our defence of him in a long letter 
written to us by the Commodore at that time. 

The course we followed then, and have followed on dif- 
ferent occasions since, we propose to adhere to. We he- 
lieve it is the right course; and that by pursuing any 
other we should be lending our columns to the encourage- 
ment of strife and thus assist in the work of destroying 
instead of building up the Navy. 

The present controversy seems to us to originate, as 
did the controversy over Captain Jovett some years 
ago, in our unfortunate system of rewarding special 
service in the Navy by advancing an officer certain num- 
bers in his grade, thus in effect punishing others whose 
only fault is that they had been less fortunate in their 
opportunities. Everybody agrees that special service 
should be rewarded in some form, but it would seem as 
though the ingenuity of Congress might devise some sys- 
tem of rewards which should not be so provocative of 
strife as the present one has shown itself to be. 

As Congress draws near its second session let the Navy 
unite in devising some system of special promotion which 
will appeal to its sense of fairness and the whole country 
will applaud. But if our Navy officers exhibit to Con- 
gress the unseemly spectacle of scolding one another, they 
will accomplish no good purpose, and the muse of history 
will avert her face and drop a tear as she recognizes the 
sad necessity of inscribing in her imperishable records 
such evidence of the weaknesses of those she would wish 
to present to the future as heroes without flaw. 

The Personne! bill has settled a controversy of which 
Congress had grown heartily tired. We fear that it will 
be disposed to be somewhat impatient if another contro- 
versy is immediately precipitated upon it, and one more 
rancorous than the last. Its advice will undoubtedly be: 
‘fake your soiled linen home with you, gentlemen, and 
wash it in your back yard, and do not appear before us 
until you come in becoming attire with smiling faces.”

OUR NAVY ENGINEERS. 

We have referred elsewhere to the effect of the Person- 
nel bill on the efficiency of the Engineer Corps of the 
Navy. There is no disguising the fact that this bill, 
as construed by the Department, is a bitter disappoint- 
ment to those who advocated its passage. They may 
have gotten rid of the old sore, but they have started a 
new one which promises to be quite as painful. It was 
supposed that the bill provided that the line and the 
former Engineer officers should alternate in the engine 
rooms. As a matter of fact, there is no such succession 
of duty. Both alike shun the engine room. The beau- 
tiful theory was that we should in process of time train 
officers who were equally at home on deck or in the en- 
gine room. As it really is now the engine room is being 
abandoned to the warrant machinists.. We learn tat 
there are now but five line officers, that is, of the old 
line, who are serving in the engine rooms, and these are 
on ships where there is no one else to perform the duty. 
On the other hand, eighty-five former engineer officers 
are serving deck duty, and every week others are added 
to the number. It is not intended that further details 
of old line officers to the engine room shall be made when 
it is possible to avoid it. Former engineers object to 
watch duty when they find their brother officers of the 
old line excused from it. 

The majority of the old Engineer Corps would rather 
watch the engines than the ship from the bridge; yet 
they have no choice, as orders are now given. Remon- 
strances have naturally been made and much bad feel- 
ing engendered. There are reports that there may be a 
Congressional investigation of the manner in which the 
bill has been put in operation, but this will be for the 
Naval Committees to decide. Those who are most out- 
spoken and bitter declare that unless line officers are 
given engine room instruction, in ten years there will be 
scarcely enough officers of sufficient rank for assignment 
in charge of the engine rooms, At present officers former- 
ly of the engineer corps are in charge of the machinery of 
ships, but the watches are stood, as a rule, by machinists. 
These are the men who will in any emergency save a ves- 
sel from destruction by prompt, correct action, or lose her 
by a mistake. The old Engineer Corps of the Navy was 
originally formed of machinists. 

The Navigation Bureau, of which Admiral Crownin- 
shield is the presiding genius, comes in for nearly all the 
blame for the present muddle, but Secretary Long is held 
almost equally responsible because he issued a general 
order last August stating that hereafter it would be the 
policy of the Department to have all watch duties in the 
engine rooms performed by the 100 Warrant Machinists, 
provided by the last Congress. These men are competent 
within their limitations, but they are not the trained or 
skilled, theoretical, and practical engine experts, and 
should not be expected to assume the same responsi- 
bilities, as that is just what is now required of them.

God every day for the cow that gives that milk.” 

Much difficulty is experienced in securing for the 
military service Chaplains who are of good moral char- 
acter and ability. Such men are very bady wanted just 
now, but there are few applicants. The Secretary of 
War is anxious to secure men for this work who not 
only have courage to go to the front, but who have 
sufficient moral courage to withstand the many tempta- 
tions that surround them. One high official made the 
astounding assertion that the officers of the Army had 
experienced more trouble with the Chaplains and medi- 
cal officers than with the enlisted men of the Army. 
A greater percentage of men in the religious and medi- 
cal branches have been tried and found wantiag than 
in any other branch of the service. Some of the rev- 
erend gentlemen who have shown courage to preach 
the gospel have backed out when orders came to go 
to the Philippines and face the hardship of actual cam- 
paigning. Some have endeavored through influence to 
secure their assignment in the United States and others 
have tried to get out of the service by claiming to be 
beyond the age limit. It is at this period in the history 
of the religious service that several clergymen of Wash- 
ington presented themselves to the Secretary of War 
to urge the recommendation in his annual report that 
Congress provide for a Chaplain for each of the Volun- 
teer regiments. The committee was composed of Rev. 
R. H. McKim, Dr. James BE. Rankin, Dr. Lucien Clark 
and Dr. J. G. Butler. This committee also saw the 
President and urged that he recommend to Congress 
the appointment of Chaplains for the Volunteer or- 
ganizations, It is known that both the President and 
the Secretary of War are favorable to the suggestion 
and a recommendation along that line will probably be 
made. It was an» oversight that provision was not 
made for them by the last Congress. 





The annual report of the Secretary of War will not be 
made public until after Congress convenes. Secretary 
Root has received the report of General Otis and will 
probably complete his report within the next ten days. 
One copy of General Otis’s report was sent to the Presi- 
dent and another is in the possession of the Secretary of 
War. Secretary Root explained to the correspondent 
of the Army and Navy Journal that General Otis’s re- 
port comprises a complete history of the operations in 
the Philippines since the breaking out of the insurrec- 
tion, and gives all the official despatches between Gen- 
eral Otis and the War Department, together with ex- 
planatory remarks, which form an interesting connec- 
tion and history of the events following the breaking 
out of the insurrection. General Otis makes few rec- 
ommendations regarding the military service in this re- 
port, but it is probable in a supplemental report he will 
explain in detail what he considers necessary for the 
military service in the islands. 





Maj. John A. Logan, 33d Vol. Inf., who was killed in 
the Philippines, was a son of the late Maj. Gen. John A. 
Logan, of heroic memory. His mother, at Washington, 
D. C., and his wife, at Youngstown, O., are prostrate with 
grief. The deceased officer was a little over 34 years 
of age. He entered West Point several years ago, but 
was not graduated owing to defective eyesight. He mar- 
ried the daughter of a rich iron manufacturer of Youngs- 
town some years ago and leaves a widow, a son and a 
daughter. When the Spanish war broke out Mr. Logan 
at once offered his services, and as a staff officer in 
Cuba won the commendation of his general officers. He 
was appointed Major and Assistant Adjutant General 
of Volunteers on May 12, 1898, and in the Santiago 
campaign served on General Bates’s staff. Later 
he was on duty at Macon, Ga., as provost marshal, 1st

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A cable to the Army and Navy Journal announces that 
the U. 8S. S. Alliance expects to be in Hampton Roads 
about Nov. 25. 


_ There is no probability of the battleship Indiana leav- 
ing the New York Navy Yard under three months. She 
has not been ordered to the League Island yard, as er- 
roneously stated in a Brooklyn paper, and will not go 
there until February, even if then. e report of the 
Survey Board stated that sixty working days’ repairs 
would be required on the ship, which means about three 
months actual time. Her condition is very bad, and be- 
fore entering active service again she will be thoroughly 
attended to in every department. Possibly on leaving 
the ay | Yard the Indiana may be put in reserve at 
League Island, but this is questioned. No orders have 
been issued to that effect as yet. 

After six years at the New York Navy Yard the 
cruiser Atlanta is now ready for commission. During 
this time she has been changed and modernized to an 
extent which willl render her a far more effective shi 
than her sister, the Boston, now at Mare Island, an 
later to receive the same attention. It is regretted 
that the Atlanta could not have been given twin screws, 
but it seemed inadvisable to make the change on a 
vessel of her type. In one respect she will be different 
from all other ships of the Navy in having metal fur- 
niture. The innovation is the result of experience in re- 
cent naval engagements and is intended to do away 
with the liability of fire on shipboard during an en- 
gagement, by the removal of as much of the woodwork 
as possible. Considerable interest attaches to the re- 
sult of this experiment on the Atlanta and if acceptable 
will be applied to other ships. 


Still another big naval fighter is to have her official 
trial spin soon to determine whether she comes up to 
the Government requirements. This time it is the Ken- 
tucky, sister to the Kearsarge, and a duplicate in every 
detail. Nov. 22 she runs over the naval course between 
Cape Cod and Cape Porpoise, Me., to make 16 knots 
or better and if possible beat the record of the Kear- 
sarge. The ship will be docked to-day at the New York 
yard (Saturday), and leaves Monday for Boston to 
get ready for her test. The same board conducting 
the trial of the Kearsarge will be present and witness 
the test. these vessels are expected to be ready 
for service in the early winter, but will be delayed in 
being commissioned owing to lack of men to man them. 
The Navy is now far short of its quota, and does not 
expect to add to it by more than one thousand in the 
next eight months, unless enlistments increase more 
rapidly. These ships will require 500 men in their com- 
plements and to provide that number now would be 
— without placing other vessels out of com- 
mission.

THE HOLLAND BOAT A SUCCESS. 

The Inspection and Survey Board, which recently 
made tests with the submarine boat Holland, reports the 
trials were highly successful.

sarily adopt into its service.’ 

Mr. Lowe says it is his opiate “that this Government 
should at once purchase the Holland and not let the 
secrets of the invention get out of the United States,” 
and that the Government ought to create a submarine 
torpedo boat station for the purpose of vractice and drill- 
ing of crews, and says: “We need right off and _ right 
now, fifty submarine torpedo vessels in Long 7 
Sound to protect New York, preserve the peace, and t 
give potency to our diplomacy.” The Holland will ~ 
sent around to Washington the early vart of December 
and will give an exhibition in the Potomac River for the 
benefit of Congress and the Navy Department officials.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Lieut. C. C. Wood, of the British Army, North Lan- 
eashire Regiment, who was killed recently in action in 
South Africa, was the son of Capt. J. Taylor Wood, com- 
mander of the Confederate cruiser Tallahassee dufing our 
Civil War. Lieut. Wood was a grandson of Jefferson 
Davis and a great-grandson of President’ Zachary Tay- 
lor, Davis’s first wife being President Taylor’s daughter. 


In an account of the obsequies over the remains 
of the late Col. John D. Miley, who died at Manila, as 
conducted by Chaplain C. C. Pierce, U. 8. A., and the im- 
posing funeral cortege to the wharf for transfer of the 
easket containing the remains to the transport Senator. 
the “Freedom” sé@ys: “As the launch oy! steamed 
away the crowd realized it was all over, and silently dis- 
persed, but they may not realize that the launch carried 
away forever from the shores of the Philippines as noble 
a hero as ever served his country. He did not die amidst 
the din of battle, hut he sacrificed his life as a conscien- 
tious servant of his country. Few men of his kind are 
found. His place will long remain vacant. For those 
who knew him it was hard to bow to the Master’s will.” 


Lieut. Col. J. D. Miley's devotion to duty: to the last 
in no matter what form it presented itself is shown by 
this tribute from the Manila “Freedom,” published just 
before his death, when he was acting as collector of cus- 
toms at Manila: “Col. Miley was taken ill several days 
ago with typhoid fever, which later brought on brain 
fever. For nearly two days the patient has lain in an 
unconscious condition and yesterday several of the best 
physicians in the Army were called in consultation. It 
is hoped that their efforts will yet prove successful. 
Despite his shattered health he stuck manfully to his 
post, and did not allow himself the slightest rest, until 
she other morning yhen he became too ill to go to the 
office. 


General Thomas Worcester Hyde, a distinguished offi- 
cer of Maine Volunteers during the Civil War, died 
Nov. 14 at Old Point Comfort, Va., where he had been 
stopping for some time for the benefit of his health. 
He was president of the Bath Iron Works. 


Col. Henry Inman, who died at Topeka, Kan., Nov. 
13, 1899, was known as an Indian fighter scout and poet. 
He was born in New York, enlisted in 1857 in the 9th 
U. 8S. Infantry, was commissioned in the 17th Infantry 
in 1861, and in 1864 was appointed Captain and As- 
sistant Quartermaster and performed efficient and gal- 
lant service during the Civil War, reeeiving the brevets 
of Captain, Major and Lieutenant Colonel. He left the 
service July 24, 1872. 

Pay Inspector George H. Griffing, U. S. N., who died 
on the train near Ogden, Utah, on his way home from 
Manila, was the first Paymaster stationed at League 
Island after the establishment of the Navy Yard there. 
He was a veteran of the Civil War, and was a member 
of a number of military organizations, including the Sons 
of the Revolution. He was born in Hartford, Conn., in 
1839. At the outbreak of the Civil War he enlisted in 
the Ist Connecticut Heavy Artillery. In - une, 1867, he 
entered the Regular service. uring the past few years 
he had been attached to the California Station, and 
performed valuable service in fitting out warships sent 
out from San Francisco. His widow and daughter re- 
side at No. 2011 North Twelfth street, Philadelphia. 


The death of Capt. Hugh Jocelyn McGrath, 4th U. 
S. Cav., will be received with genuine regret by his 
large circle of friends in the Army. “He was well known 
in this section.” says the Kansas City “Times,” “and was 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth while a member of the 
class of the infantry and cavalry school from 1885 to 
887.” During his stay at the post he met the second 
daughter of the late General Charles W. Blair and she 
became his wife. Capt. McGrath’s death promotes Ist 
Lieut. Lewis M. Koehler, 9th Cavalry, now on leave 
at: Leavenworth. Lieut. Koehler was anxious to be as- 
signed to a regiment serving abroad. Now that the 
casualty is in a regiment serving in the Philippines the 
young Captain will have a chance of showing what 
sort of stuff he is made of. He is a graduate of the 
class of 1885 and also graduate of the infantry and 
eavalry school of the class of 1889. 


Brig. Gen. W. J. Ludington, Quartermaster General, 
U. 8. A., has issued a cireular extending to Cuba and 
Porto Rico the same privileges regarding Christmas 
boxes as were granted to the troops in the Philippines.

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THE NAVAL MILITIA. 


Mr. Allen, the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, sub- 
mits a very brief report this year on the work of the 
Naval Militia, prefacing that of Lieut. Comdr. South- 
erland’s. He urges the adoption of a bill for a National 
Organization. Lieut. Comdr. Southerland gives a table 
showing in detail the strength of each organization. 
The total is 492 officers and 6,302 men, a considerable 
inerease over the previous year. New York leads with 
59 officers and 932 men; Illinois is next with 52 officers 
and 775 men, and Massachusetts third with 614. The 
allotment of $56,000 was made in proportion to the 
State strength df each organization. Attention is called 
to the failure of Congress to adopt a scheme for the en- 
rolment and organization of a national reserve, and 
the na is urged of such legislation to place the 
State Naval Militia on a more solid basis. the selec- 
tion of the Prairie for the purpose of taking each body 
to sea last summer for a week's practical instruction 
in seamanship, ordnance and target practice, and the 
value of the lessons:derived is spoken of favorably. 
After reciting the instructions given the commanding 
officer of the Prairie for the instruction of the men 
the report gives the detailed statement on the work, and 
efficiency of each. State that was sent to sea. 
These reports have been printed from time to time 
in the Journal. The number of officers and men who 
took the prescribed cruise shows a very large percentage 
of the organized force, and this exhibit especially that of 
Northern and Western States calls for special mention 
by Mr. Southerland. A reference to the reports on the 
Naval Militia organizations of the various States will 
show very conclusiveiy that they are primarily intended, 
not for the use of the general government in time of 
war, but for States purposes, pure and simple. The 
naval reserve period of enrolment should be four years 
instead of five, as origiuaily recommended, and the pro- 
motion of the naval reserve officer in war time with the 
regular officer with whom he holds the same date of 
commission. If any bill providing for the enrollment 
and organization of a national naval reserve becomes a 
law, a permanent coast signal service should be organ- 
ized from the retired list of the Navy, the employees 
of the light-house establishment, and the employees 
of the life-saving service. These employees, several 
thousand in number, could, with a —— small 
appropriation, have an annual drill of but a few days 
which would suffice to teach them enough to make them 
competent to take up their duties upon the outbreak of 
war. Immediately prior to the beginning of hostilities, 
with each light-house district in charge of a retired 
naval officer as a separate field of operations, with a _re- 
tired naval officer in general charge at the Navy De- 
partment, and with the necessary paraphernalia at the 
nearest Navy Yard ready for use, this necessary ad- 
junct to war operations could be put in working order 
within twenty-four hours. Besides the available per- 
sonnel mentioned above, may be added the officers and 
men of the national naval reserve who, through age 
or physical disability, cannot properly perform duty at 
sea. 


SOUTH AFRICAN ITEMS. 


The last infantry battalions under orders for South 
Africa left England Nov. 11, and the last of the Hussars 
also sailed, leaving the Household Regiments the only 
cavalry still to be despatched. The first battery of the 


Howitzer Artillery has also started. Great things are 
expected of the mothers of which there are only three in 
the British Army. hese five-inch breech-loaders are 
expected ‘to be particularly serviceable in removing the 
Boers from the hills. 

The Boers have expressed the intention of capturing 
Ladysmith, and then marching on the capital of Natal 
and the fact of their retaining Tugela bridge intac 
argues confidence in their ability to carry out their plans. 

A large force of men and guns from the British first- 
class cruiser Terrible have been despatched from Durban 
to the front. a : 

Boer sympathisers are reported to be tampering with 
the railway track at several points in Cape Colony. It 
would be a serious drain on the British forces to have to 
guard the 501 miles stretch of rail between Cape Town 
and De Aar. The burghers from Cape Colony are re- 
ported to have joined the Boer forces in large numbers 
before the war began, all mounted and ready for the 
fray. 

Orders for the mobilization of the necessary reserves 
for the supplementary division for South Africa were 
issued Noy. 10. The men will join between Nov, 13 and 
Nov. With this additional division General Buller’s 
forces will aggregate about 95,000 by Christmas. The 
highest estimate of the Boer force is 60,000.

I wish I could 
ht a few days ago we might have said, 
that there would be peace. 
still, as was once written about the advantages 
of persecution, we may write about the advantages of 
war, yet few men, and perhaps no women, have seen as 
much as I have of the horrors of war. But see those 
manly fellows in time of war, men not near the beasts, as 
sometimes we too sadly see in the time of peace; see them 
not one taking a drop too much; not one gallivanting 
with the women; every one devoting, aye, even his life 
for his comrade, fetching his comrade off the field, with-

death, as out Great Master and Friend, Jesus Christ, 
was to His fellow men.

A STORY OF OLD IRONSIDES. 

In Mr. George Gibbs’s third sketch of “Great Naval 
Battles” in the November “New Lippincott,” he sums 
up the last victory of “Old Ironsides” and relates the 
following incident, in which the gallant Stewart rises to 
the occasion superbly: 

It was a wonderful battle. In a fight between one 
sailing ship and two the odds were fourfold on the side 
of the majority. For it was deemed next to impossible 
to rake without being doubly raked in return. This 
obvious disadvantage was turned by Stewart to his own 
account by what critics throughout the world consider 
to be the finest manoeuvring ever known in an American 
ship in action. He fought both his broadsides altern- 
ately, and luffed, wore, or backed his great vessel as 
though she had been a pleasure boat. Neither of his 
adversaries succeeded in delivering one telling raking 
broadside. She seemed to be playing with them, and 
skilfully E pee: her reloaded guns to each vessel as it 
uttempted to get her at a disadvantage. 

‘The larger vessel was discovered to be the Cyane, 32, 
Capt. Gordon Falcon, and the smaller one the sloop-of- 
war Levant, 21, Capt. George Douglass. The Consti- 
tution had fifty-one guns, while the Englishmen had 
fifty-five; of the Constitution’s crew but four were killed 
and ten wounded. On the Cyane and Levant thirty-five 
were killed and forty-two were wounded. 

After the battle, while the two —** captains were 
seated in Stewart's cabin dining with the victor, a dis- 
cussion arose between them in regard to the part each 
had borne in the battle, while Stewart listened com- 
posedly. Their words became warmer and warmer, and 
each accused the other in plain terms of having been re- 
sponsible for the loss of the vessels. At a point when it 
seemed as though the bitterness of their remarks bade 
fair to result in blows, Stewart arose and said dryly: 

“Gentlemen, there is no use getting warm about it; it 
would have been all the same, whatever you might have 
done. If you doubt that, I will put you all on board 
again, and we can try it over.” 

The invitation was declined in silence. 

For this gallant action Congress awarded Stewart a 
sword and a gold medal, and “Old Ironsides” soon after 
the war was over was temporarily put out of commis- 
sion. Her day of fighting was over. But years after, 
refitted and remodeled, she served her country in peace 
as gracefully as she had served it gloriously in war.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN'S PROPHECY. 
(Hon. Joseph Chamberlain 8 House of Commons, May 8, 


A war in South Africa would be one of the most seri- 
ous wars that could possibly be waged. It would be in 
the nature of a civil war. It would be a long war, a 
bitter war and a costly war. As 1 have pointed out, it 
would leave behind it the embers of a strife which I be- 
lieve generations would hardly be long enough to extin- 
guish. To go to war with President Kruger in order to 
force upon him reforms in the internal affairs of his 
state, with which successive Secretaries of State stand- 
ing in this place have repudiated all right of interfer- 
ence—that would have been a course of action as im- 
moral as it would have been unwise. 





Apropos of the Boer war, a good story is told by the 
London correspondent of the Manchester “Guardian.” 
He says: “I was talking with a lady of the same type 
as ‘Thackeray’s Mrs. Chuff, who said: L am the widow 
of an officer of Britain’s Navy, and I cannot bear a Rad- 
ical or a Dissenter.’ This lady was vehement in praise 
of the war, and to my feeble remonstrances declared for 
all reply that she was a convinced and devoted adherent 
of Lord Salisbury. I suggested that the present war 
might be reasonabl supposes to be not of Lord Salis- 
bury’s but of Mr. Chamberlain’s making, whereupon my 
opponent said, with a vivacity, ‘I know what you 
are going to say. It is quite true Mr. Chamberlain is a 
Nonconformist. As a rule I should very much object to 
a Nonconformist statesman. But in the present case he 
has shown himself so v conscienfious that all other 
considerations are overrriden.’ ”

A. M. P.— ply to the Auditor for the War Department, 
Washington, C., and state your case in detail. 

E. O. H.—Appointments to a clerical position in the Army 
Transport Service come under Civil Service rules, the same 
as in the Quartermaster’s Department at large. Of course, 
during the war there were many temporary appointments, 
but none since July 1 last. Salaries are about the same as 
in the other branches of the Quartermaster’s Department, 
viz., $1,000 and increases of $200 at a time until $1,800 is 
reached, which is the salary of chief clerks. The best way 
would be to file your application in the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s Office, or in the office of Maj. F. B. Jones, General 
Superintendent of Army Transport Service, New York; this 
would result in an official reply. If it be necessary to pass a 
Civil Service examination a letter of inquiry addressed to 
the secretary of the Civil Service Commission at Washington 
will bring you the necessary information. 

INQUIRER.—The artillery regiments recruit by means of 
regimental recruiting officers located at favorable points. 
Recruits are also furnished when necessary from the general 
recruiting service.

AMERICAN BELTS FOR BRITISH FORCES. 


The British Army in South Africa, it would seem, can 
adopt to its advantage the cartridge belt which makes up 
a part of the equipment of United States troops. The 
“Canadian Military Gazette,” referring to the subject 
says: “The surrender of an important detachment of 
General White’s army at Ladysmith reveals a weak fea- 
ture in our equipment. Our soldiers carry on their ee, 
son a comparatively small quantity of ammunition. And 
they carry it in the old-fashioned clumsy pouches. The 
Canadian battalion will be better equipped by the gener- 
osity of an enterprising American manufacturer. He 
presented 
cross belt in which 10U rounds are comfortably carried. 
This, in addition to 50 rounds in their expense pouch, 
should help them out of a serious trouble where ample 
ammunition counts. The American soldiers now carry 
as well a waist belt in which 100 shells are inserted, giv- 
ing each man 200 rounds before he has recourse to the 
ammunition wagon.” 

The belts the “Military Gazette” refers to were manu- 
factured by T. C. Orndorff, Government contractor, 51 
Union street, Worcester, Mass., who has been supplying 





them with 1,000 bandoliers—a woven web, 


woven cartridge belts to the Army and Navy and Na- 
tional Guard of the United States for years.
